SEEK RETENTION 
OF INJUNCTION

WASHINGTON, Feb. 4 — 
Industry opened its defense 
of the Taft-Hartley law to­ 
day with demands that Con­ 
gress retain the law ’s anti­ 
strike injunction weapon. 
Almon E. Roth, president of the 
San Francisco ' Employers Council 
was the first industry witness to 
testify before the Senate Labor 
Committee. He said it was “naive" 
to expect all unions to comply with 
the 30-day ‘‘cooling off" and fact­ 
finding procedures of the admin­ 
istration's proposed substitute la­ 
bor law 
"One-way Street" 
Roth declared the fact-finding 
of presidential emergency boards 
would be "a onp-way street” with 
industry under "great compulsion 
to accept the board’s findings” and 
unions “likely to disregard 
recommendations.” 
The West Coast official said that 
in only one out of seven cases 
where President Truman lias em­ 
ployed the Taft-Hartley emergency 
procedures in the past 16 months 
"have they failed to prevent a na­ 
tional strike." 
Roth said the present statute has 
"improved labor relations" in thp 
San Francisco area where an aver­ 
age of one unauthorized strike a 
month occurred in the foundry in­ 
dustry prior to the law. 
He demanded retention of the 
prohibition against all types of 
secondary boycotts, instead of a 
ban only against three "unjustifi­ 
able," types provided in the ad­ 
ministration bill 
Roth called the 
boycott the "lazy man's method of 
organizing unions." 
The industry witness also sided 
with Federal Mediation Director 
Cyrus S. Ching and called for con-

America is to forge ahead, we need 
to create the proper environment 
for its growth.

U. S. Communists: 
“Instead of writing and talking 
about Communism

take a vacation in Russia and then 
decide which country they prefer.” 
Rarasov piloted the plane and 
Pirasov served as navigator. They 
were accompanied by Air Force Lt. 
George Weigner. of New York City, 
who served as interpreter. 
Deny German 
War Prisoners • 
Being Recruited 
LAKE SUCCESS, N. Y„ Feb. 4. 
—(INS>—Britain and France de­ 
nied jointly at the United Nations 
Thursday that German prisoners 
oi war have been recruited in the 
Middle East to fight Israel. 
A statement issued by the Brit­ 
ish delegation cited “recent Soviet 
propaganda that Britain has al­ 
lowed Arab states to recruit Ger­ 
man prisoners of war for the arm­ 
ies in the war against Israel and 
that they have been absorbed into 
British Mid-East forces and re­ 
tained against their will.”

dangerous—were dispelled today 
by laboratory official. 
That the bricks had disappeared 
two weeks ago was revealed by 
Cambridge Police Chief John R.

Chief King said he understood 
the bricks could prove faial to 
anyone not familiar with their 
potency. He particularly urged par­ 
ents to warn their children of the 
danger. 
But M. I. T. authorities exolain- 
ed today that the bricks are lead 
and not radio-aitive. A laboratory 
spokesman said the bricks weigh 
between 15 and 20 pounds, and, 
he commented: 
“They are dangerous if you drop 
one on your foot.” 
M. I. T. authorities said they 
reported the theft of the bricks, 
which were used to shield radio­ 
active substance, in order that 
they might be reclaimed if found. 
The bricks assertedly were used 
in experiments for the govern- 
ment. 
Broadcast of the warning that 
the bricks were radio-active and 
dangerous, it was stated, was due 
to a misunderstanding.

Seeks Legislation 
To Halt D isasters 
Like ‘Smog’ Tragedy 


Cincinnati 
Professor 
Calls 
For 
Effective Legislation To 
Avert Disasters 


CINCINNATI, O., Feb. 4 —(INS) 
—A University of Cincinnati Pro­ 
fessor called for effective legisla­ 
tion to stop such disasters as the 
Donora, Pa., "smog” tragedy which 
look 20 lives last October. 
Dr. Clarence A. Mills, head of 
the school’s department of experi­ 
mental medicine said: 
“Years 
of experience 
in 
St. 
Louis, Chicago, Cincinnati, Pitts­ 
burgh and other cities have shown 
the futility of attempting to con­ 
trol air polution without adequate 
legislation." 
Mills’ statements were based on 
a house-to-house survey authorized 
by the Donora Borough Council 
at his suggestion. 
Final Report 
In his final report, the expert 
on air pollution hazards said: 
“Hardest hit of ail were the 
people of Webster, living on the 
eastern slopes of the valley just 
across the river from a zinc plant 
w’hich has become the center of 
attention since the disaster. 
“It looks very much as though 
some lethal agent was layered 
through a low-lying valley smog 
that fatal night, with its poisonous 
fingers spreading for two and a 
half to three miles over the sur­ 
rounding country, after filling the 
valley proper. 
Mills continued: 
“The huge clouds of smoke and 
foul gasses billowing up from the 
zinc plant have really hidden the 
countryside through much oI the 


past ten years . . . today’s smoke 
cloud . . . still constitutes an in­ 
tolerable health menace for the 
surrounding community.” 
Mills also hinted that some resi­ 
dents had been intimidated into 
refusing to answer questions con­ 
cerning the smog and that many 
of them were being driven from 
the community.

But M. I. T, authorities explain­ 
ed today th at the bricks are lead 
and not radio-aitive. A laboratory 
spokesman said the bricks weigh 
between 15 and 20 pounds, and 
he commented: 
“They are dangerous if you drop 
one on your foot.”

I. T. authorities said they 
reported the theft of the bricks, 
which were used to shield radio­

substance,

they might be reclaimed if found.

Seeks Legislation 
To Halt D isasters 
like ‘Smog’ Tragedy 


Cincinnati 
Professor 
Calls 
For 
Effective Legislation To 
Avert Disasters 


CINCINNATI, O., Feb. 4 — (INS) 
—A University of Cincinnati Pro­ 
fessor called for effective legisla­ 
tion to stop such disasters as the 
Donora, Pa., “smog” tragedy which 
took 20 lives last October. 
Dr. Clarence A. Mills, head of 
the school’s departm ent of experi­ 
m ental medicine said: 
“Years 
of 
experience 
in 
St. 
Louis, Chicago, Cincinnati, Pitts­ 
burgh and other cities have shown 
the futility of attem pting to con­ 
trol air polution without adequate 
legislation.” 
Mills’ statem ents were based on 
a house-to-house survey authorized 
by the Donora Borough Council 
at his suggestion. 
Final Report 
In his final report, the expert 
on air pollution hazards said: 
"H ardest hit of all were the 
people of Webster, living on the 
eastern slopes of the valley just 
across the river from a zinc plant 
which has become the center of 
attention since the disaster. 
“It looks very much as though 
some 
lethal 
agent 
was 
layered 
through a low-lying valley smog 
that fatal night, with itu poisonous 
fingers spreading for two and a 
half to three miles over the sur­ 
rounding country, after filling the 
valley proper. 
Mills continued: 
“The huge clouds of smoke and 
foul gasses billowing up from the 
zinc plant have really hidden the 
countryside through m uch of the 


past ten years . . . today’s smoke 
cloud . . . still constitutes an In­ 
tolerable health menace for the 
surrounding comm unity.’’ 
Mills also hinted th at some resi­ 
dents had been intim idated into 
refusing to answer questions con- 
j cem ing the smog and that many 
| of them were being driven from 
the community.

HERE AN D THERE 
IN SPORTS’ LAND

ONE are the marathon pugilistic whirls of derades ago. and In their 
place, are three, six, eight, ten rounders, and, occasionally a 15- 
round fight, and it is not infrequent to see a combatant “blow up” 
for lack of condition, sometimes before the fight has gone half the 
scheduled distance. 
It is not unusual to see a fighter seconded by one who has had 
absolutely no experience in the boxing game, and in many Instances, 
those who go behind boxers, do not know half as much as the fighter 
they attempt to advise. 
Wrong advice from a second usually gets a 
protege deieated quickly. 
In the game today, there are some capable trainers, but they m ost­ 
ly are concerned with topnotchers. Many of the so-called trainers now* 
a d a \ s merely hold a watch and notify a fighter in training when three 
minutes has passed. 
They would not know when a fighter is in, or out 
of condition. 
There are fighters today who do get into real condition 
They are 
condilioned by men who know their hu-unt'ss, and when a fighter has a 
man of this type, he possesses a pearl. 
And being in condition, and 
knowing how to pace himselT. blows that otherwise would fall on soft 
bodies, rarely cause stiff punishment. 
In tiie olden days, a fighter had to train and get into condition to 
withstand the long and gruelling test. 
For instance, take the l)ick Hy- 
land-Lcacb Cross, bout scheduled for 45 rounds. Cross was counted out 
' after he was down 30 times. 
For the fight. Hyland got the "big” sum 
of $1.100. and Cross, $400. 
That fight was fought 40 years ago when 20-rounders were as com­ 
mon as arc the six, oight, ten and 15 round fights, are today. 
In 1907, in Los Angeles. Mike Twin Sullivan, his twin being Jack, 
defeated Honey Melody to win the welterweight championship 
He out­ 
grew his class, and Brother Jack claimed the middleweight crown. 
Stanley Ketchell first knocked out Mike in one round, then knocked 
out Jack with one m inute left in the tw entieth in 1908. 
And possible one can recall Rudy Unholz and Stanley Slocum. 
They were lightweights, and boxed a 20 round fight in Las Veges, Nev.. 
the night beiore Jack Johnson defeated the Pueblo Fireman, Jim Flynn, 
(who during his career scored a knockout over Jack Dempsey—long 
before Dempsey was the Manassa Mauler). 
Rudy and Stanley had to be, and were in good condition, as were 
Stanley Ketchell and Billy Papke for their two middleweight fights, 
the first of which was won by Papke in the tw elfth round, and the 
second fight, by Ketchell, in the eleventh round. 
They were bruising 
affrays.

Others who believed in getting into the pink of condition was 
Frank Erne, who won the lightweight title from Kid Lavigne in 1899. 
Joe Gans, the great Negro ‘lightie’ stopped Erne in one round after 
Frank had beaten Pie Negro in 12 rounds. 
Another m arathon event, in which condition was obvious, was the 
Nelson vs Gans fight, 
Joe succumbed in 17 rounds in 1908 in San 
Francisco. 
Ad Wolgast and Nelson then battered each other for 40 
long, ternffic rounds of a scheduled 45-round light at Port Richmond. 
Calif., in 1910. 
Wolgast was shorn of his lightweight crown by Willie Ritchie, on 
a foul, in 16 rounds in California. 
The foregoing were but a few of the m arathon grinds, where con­ 
dition. and pacing figured. They were not fought according to London 
Prize Ring rules which perm itted a man to go down without being 
struck, thus ending a round, and gaining a rest of 30 seconds. 
Two fights, under London rules, were the John L. Sullivan Vs 
Charlie Mitchell (of England) fight in Chantilly, France. 
It ended in a 
:>9 round bare-tist draw when the outside ring became a quagmire. John 
L. later stopped Jake Kilrain in the seventy-fifth round in Mississippi, 
in 1889. It was bare-fist. 
One of the longest fights in this c o i^ ry , was a 91-round draw in 
So«th Omaha. Neb., between Tommy White of Chicago and Danny Daly 
of Bangor. Maine. 
They were featherweights. 
The last 10 rounds of 
the fight were listless. 
However, the report reads: “Both were in the 
pink of condition.” 
John L.\s career should be a lesson to on-coming fighters. 
When 
in condition, he wa^ the Great John L„ but out of condition, he was the 
Mere John L., as the ex-bank clerk, Jim Corbett, proved in 21 rounds 
in New Orleans, John L. lacked the “pink” and became G entlem an’s 
Jim prey. 
No youngster of today who wishes to learn a trade would place 
himself under the instruction of a man who knew' nothing of what he 
was to teach. 
Boxers should not go under the direction of a man un­ 
versed in boxing, because, if he dot's, he will have to win the hard way, 
and this is a tough road to travel. 
Skillful instruction plus natural 
ability pays off.

tures toughen protein and draw 
suit the juices, so keep the tem ­ 
perature low in cooking all foods 
rich in protein.
